v enkness of the Superiative In Speech

A characteristie essay, by Ralph Waldo
Emerson, on ** The Superlative,” forms a
leading feature of the Milwinter Century,
and contains the following @
There is a superlative temperament
which bas no medium range, but swiftly
oseillates irom tlie freezing to the boiling
point, and which affeets the manuners of
those who share it with a certain despera-
tion. Their aspect is grimace.  They go
tearing, convulsed through life—wailing,
praying, exclaiming, swearing. We talk,
sometimes, with people whose conversa-
tion would lead you to suppose that they
had lived in a muscum, where all the ob-
jeels were monsters and extremes,  Their
good people are phanixes ; their naughty
are like the prophet’s figs. They use the
superlative of grammar : ** most perfect,”
* most exquisite,”” ** most howrible.” Like
the I'reneh, they are enchanted, they are
desolate, because you have got or have not
got a shoe string or a wafer you happen to
want—not pereciving that superlatives are
diminuative and weaken ; that the positive
is the sinew of speech, the superlative the
fat. I the talker lose @ tooth, Le thinks
the universal thaw and dissolution ol
things Las come.  Controvert his opinion
and he eries “ Perseccution ! and reckouns
bimsell with St, Barnabas who was sawn
in two.
Especially we note this tendeney to ex.
tremes in the pleasant excitement of hor-
ror mongers.  [Is there something so deli-
cious indisasters il pain P Bad news is
always exaggerated, and we may chal
lenge Providence to send a fact 50 trazi.
eal that we cannot coatrive to make it a
little worse in our gossip,
All this comes ol poverty.  We are ua-
skillful definers.  rom want of skill to
convey quality we hope to wove wmira
tion by quantity. Language shoukl aim
to deseribe the faet, 1t is not enongh to
suggest it and magnify it.  Sharper sight
would indicate the true line, ’'Tis very
wearisome, this straining talk, these ex-
periences, all exquisite, iulense, and tre.
mendous—** The best I ever saw ;7 1
never in my life !’ One wishes these terms
cazetted and forbidden. Every favorite
is not a cherub, nor every eat a griflin ;
vor cach nopleasing person a dark, dia-
bLolieal intriguer; nor agonies, excrucia-
tions, nor cestacies our daily bread.

Temperats Suatement,

How impatient we are,in these northern
latitudes, of loosencss aml intemperance
in speech ! Our measure of suceess is tho
moderation and low level of an individ-
ual's judgment. Doctor Chanving’s.piety
and wisdom had sueh weizht that in Bos-
ton the popular idea of religion was what.
ever this eminent divine held. But I re-
member that his best f(riend, a man of
puanded lips, speaking of him in a cirele
of his admivers, said : “ 1 bhave known
him long, [ have studied his character, 2ud
I belicve him ecapsble of virtne,”” An
eminent French journalist paid a high
compliment to the Duke of Wellington,
when  his  documents were published :
“ Jlere are twelve volumes of military dis
patches, @il the word glery is nob toamd
in then,
The tirst valuable power in @ reasonable
mind, one would say, was the power of

things as they befall, and to transfer the
picture of them to another mind unaltored
"Tis a good rule of rhetorie which Sehlegel
gives—* In good prose. every word is un-
derscored : 7 which, [ suppose, means
never italicise.

Spartans, stoies, heroes, sainis and gods
use a short and positive speech. They are
never off their centres.  As svon as they
swell and paint and find truth not enongh
for them, softening of the brain has al-
ready begun.

It seems as il inflation were a discase in-
cident to too much use off words, and the
remedy lay in a recourse to thiegs [ am
daily struck with the foreible understate-
ment of people who have no literary habil.
The low expression is shiong and agree
able. The citizen dwells in delusions. Ilis
dress and draperics, house and stables,
oeceupy him. The poor
having nocireumstanee of caypets, eoaches,
dinners, wine, and daneing in his head to
confuse him, is able to look stiaight at
you, without refraction or prismalie
glories, amd le sevs whether you sce
straizht also, <r whether your hewl is
addled by this mixtuie of wines.

“ The Superiative ' at Public Dinners
1 once attended a dinner given to a great
state functionary by functionaries—men of
law, state and trade. The guest was
great man in his own conntry and an hou-
ored diplomatist in this, Iis health was
drunk with some aecknowledgment of his
distinguished service to both eountries, |
and followed by nine cold hurrabs. There |
was the vicious superlative. Then the
great oflicial spoke and beat his breast, and
declared that he shonld vemember this
honor to the latest moment of his exist-
ence. lle was answered again by cfficials.
Pity, thought I, they should lie so akent
their keen sensibility to the nine eold hur-
rahs and to the commonplaee compliment
of a dinmer. Men of ihe world value
truth, in proportion to their ability, not
by its sacrediess, but for its convenicnce
Of sueh, especially of diplomatists, one
has a right to expeet wit and ingenuitly to
avoid the lie, if they must comply with
the form. Now, 1 had been precent, a little
before, in the country at a cattle show
dinuer, which [ollowed an agrienltural dis-
course delivered by a farmer ; the dis-
course, to say the least, wasbad ; and one
of our village fathers gave at the dinuer
this toast : * The orator of the day ; his
subject deserves the attention of every {
farmer.”” The caution of the toast did
honor to our viilage farmcr. I wish great
lords and diplomatists had as much respect
for truth.

I had the pleasure of secing Osear Wilde
make his debut in society here—that is to
say, his first appearance in a large com-
pany.
